REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is known to 
produce rare earth sintered magnet comprising after pulverizing, introducing a rare 
earth alloy into a mineral oil, synthetic oil or a vegetable oil, molding it in a magnetic 
field while preventing oxidation, removing the oil out of the molded product following by 
sintering and heat treatment, see JP 06322469 A or Uchida et al. It is also known to add 
oleic acid and oil comprising a mineral oil, a synthetic oil or a vegetable oil to rare earth 
permanent magnetic powder to provide a slurry with good fluidity and impregnation for 
molding, see JP 08130142 A. The rare-earth magnetic product produced from the latter 
mixture although has improved Br/4tH ma x and BH max over product produced from the 
former mixture however is still poorer than the product produced by the claimed slurry 
mixture not only in Br/4jH max but also in iHc, see applicants' specification Table 1 for 
comparison. There is no teaching in the prior art of a thin arc segment or a radially 
anisotropic, arc segment having the claimed characteristics and a method of producing 
rare earth sintered magnet by adding to the powder a liquid mixture comprising 99.7- 
99.99 parts by weight of oil and the balance nonionic surfactant and/or an anionic 
surfactant.
